Concerns Expressed 
On Exception To 
Sewer Master Plan 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Two selectmen Monday night voiced con- 
cerns about a requested exception to And- 
over’s master sewer plan to serve a 
proposed office park in the Lowell Junction 
area, but the town manager indicated that 
he supports the request. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony said 
plans for a 53-acre research and devel- 
opment office park off Route 93 in South 
Andover could generate about $300,000 each 
year in property taxes for Andover, without 
““burdening”’ the town. ‘‘It’s just gravy,’’ he 
told the board. 

Selectmen Donn Byrne and Norma Gam- 
mon, however, noted that they would hesi- 
tate to grant an exception to the master 
sewer plan to allow the developer to sewer 
the site. 

R.J. Kelly Co. of Burlington two weeks 
described to the board his plans for an 
office park just south of the Gillette plant. 
“Corporate Place 93’’ would include 400,000 
square feet of buildings, with about 300,000 
square feet located in Andover, and the rest 
in Wilmington and Tewksbury. Access to 
the site would be from Ballardvale Road in 
Wilmington. 

Kelly would like to provide water and 
sewer service for the site from Andover, 
but town sanitary sewer lines now end at 
the Cressey-Dockham plant — and extend- 
ing the sewer lines would require a waiver 
of the master sewer plan approved by 1980 
town meeting 

According to the manager, the selectmen 
have the authority to grant an exception to 
the master sewer plan; he said the Kelly 
request does not need town meeting appro- 
val. 

But Gammon maintained that because

town meeting approved the master plan, 
town meeting should vote on exceptions to 
the plan, and Byrne agreed. 

Chairman Gerald Silverman asked the 
manager to return with a written statement 
from Special Town Counsel Thomz » Arnold 
and Town Counsel Alfred Daniels confirm- 
ing the selectmen’s authority to amend the 
master plan. 

Byrne questioned the impact Kelly's de- 
velopment could have on the proposed Rive- 
rina Road pumping station, and on the 
existing sewer system. Mahony answered 
that the new station would be more than 
adequate to handle ‘‘anything we'll be put-

The selectmen have authorized the 
Police Department to start enforcing 
parking restrictions on Rocky Ridge

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony ex- 
plained Monday night that ‘‘No Park- 
ing’ signs have been posted on the 
street, from Elm Street to Foxhill 
Road, for about ten years.

police unable to enforce the ban.

At Hospital Offers Aid 


Do you have chronic hoarseness’ speak with a 
lisp or stutter? Do you have a four-year-old who 
isn/t speaking in sentences yet? Do you have an 
elder parent who needs a hearing aid? 

These and other communication problems can be 
helped by trained speech pathologists and audiolog- 
ists who staff centers such as the speech, hearing 
and language center at Lawrence General Hospital 
(LGH), Lawrence. 

During May, Better Speech and Hearing Month, 
speech and hearing professionals increase their 
efforts to educate the public about the importance 
of seeking help if they have a communication prob- 
lem. 

The LGH speech, hearing and language center 
suggests persons seek a speech screening if: 

* sounds can’t be understood well for a person’s 
age 

* speech patterns are grammatically or structu- 
rally incorrect for their age level 

*there is a stutter or unusual facial or body 
mannerism while talking 

* there are voice problems, such as too high or 
low a pitch, excessive or insufficient loudness or 
hoarseness. 

The need for a hearing screening exists if: 

* persons don’t respond to sound 

¢ there is a history of frequent ear infections 

* persons play the television at unusually loud 
levels consistently 

* persons ‘hink others don’t speak clearly 

* persons have family history of hearing loss; 


defects of the ear, nose or throat; or were born 
prematurely 

* persons were exposed to rubella before birth. 

For the communicatively impaired and those who 
care for them, the center offers a holistic approach 
to rehabilitation therapy that is combined with the 
hospital’s physical and occupational therapy pro- 
grams when indicated. 

“We try to service our clients’ entire needs, 
taking each as a composite as opposed to compart- 
mentalizing their individual problems,’’ explained 
Frank Dignam, director of the center. 

This includes encouraging parents and other fam- 
ily members to observe the therapy process 
through the one-way mirrored sound system, coun- 
seling with understanding, providing ‘‘therapeutic 
tips’’ for home use and meeting with teachers and 
other specialists involved with a client. The seven 
LGH pathologists and one audiologist also make 
referrals to ensure support and continuity of the 
therapy program with other professionals. 

‘The center is certified by the Professional Serv- 
ices Board of the American Speech, Language and 
Hearing Association. There are only 200-300 such 
accredited institutions in the entire country,’’ Dig- 
nam stated. 

Referrals to the LGH speech, hearing and lan- 
guage center may be made directly by clients and 
their families or by a physician, said Dignam. 
Generally a speech screening doesn’t require refer- 
ral by a doctor, but a hearing screening frequently 
does.

In recent years, more and more expec- 
tant parents have sought to have their ba- 
bies in a less clinical, more relaxed setting 
than hospitals have traditionally provided. 
For the past several months, Lawrence 
General Hospital has offered parents new 
choices that may help satisfy that desire. 

‘The consumer has really demanded it,”’ 
clinical specialist Dot Carver-Chase, deliv- 
ery room head nurse, explains. ‘‘It’s some- 
thing that women really feel is important. 
They want to have more control — and 
that’s spurred us to look at what the woman 
wants.” 

With funding provided by the LGH Aid 
Association, Lawrence General has added a 
birthing bed and a birthing chair to its 
maternity department. Both have proved 
popular with new mothers and the hospital 
staff alike. 

Other new ideas at the hospital — like 
allowing grandparents and siblings to visit 
the new baby in its mother’s room — can 
also help niake a new mother’s hospital 
stay more Satisfying. 

During the typical maternity stay, a pa- 
tient spends the early hours of labor in the 
labor room; during the most advanced 
stage of labor, she is moved to the delivery 
room, where she delivers her baby while 
lying on the delivery table. 

Mothers who choose the birthing bed, 
however, stay in one room, in one bed, from 
labor through delivery, and they’re not 
moved to the post-partum floor until two 
hours after delivery 

The birthing bed, according to Dot Carv- 
er-Chase, was designed to recreate the at- 
mosphere of a home birth while eliminating 
its risks — ‘‘a home birth away from 
home.”’ It is located in a ‘‘beautiful room”’ 
decorated like a bedroom, complete with a 
cradle for the baby. 

But all the emergency equipment that 
mother and baby might need is standing by 
in the birthing room — tucked away behind 
closed doors, where it can’t intimidate par- 
ents. ‘‘There’s no obvious equipment show- 
ing, but it’s there,’’ Ms. Carver-Chase says. 

‘‘Mothers love it because they don’t have 
to be moved at a point in their labor when 
they’re most uncomfortable. And the whole 
family likes it — we let childen up during 
early labor, and after the birth.’’ Using the 
room is also “‘very, very convenient’’ for 
the nursing staff, she adds. 

Joan Kiley O’Brien of Burnham Road, 
Andover, had her second child, Kerrien, in 
the birthing bed on April 11, and found it 
‘“‘much more comfortable’ than giving 
birth in the delivery room. 

‘‘The room was less institutional- 
looking,’’ she explains. ‘‘I felt more com- 
fortable, and I found it was easier not being 
moved.” Joan says her husband, Ted O’Bri- 
en, was ‘‘very much impressed’’ by the 
room. ‘‘It was even more comfortable for 
him, without all the apparatus around.”’ 

Joan first heard about the birthing bed 
while on the job: She works in the account- 
ing office at the hospital. And after taking 
prepared childbirth classes (as she did 
while expecting daughter Erin), she decid- 
ed that if the room was available, ‘‘I was 
going to use it.”’ 

Meeting the demand to use it seems to be 
the only real problem the hospital has en- 
countered with the birthing room, Ms. Car-

When the chair is used, the mother spends 
most of her labor lying down in the labor 
room, and is moved into the chair during 
late stages of labor. The entire chair is then 
moved into the delivery room for the birth, 
and used in place of a delivery table. 

No matter which option parents use — the 
birthing room, birthing chair, or traditional 
labor/delivery room — in most cases fa- 
thers may be present during the entire 
labor and delivery if they have attended 
prepared childbirth classes. 

LGH — where last year an average of 
more than 100 babies were born each month 
— has made other changes on its maternity 
floor in recent years. Among the most suc- 
cessful: sibling visits. 

Marilyn Capriva, head nurse on the post- 
partum floor, explains that children at least 
16 months old may visit mother and baby in 
the mother’s room, if an appointment is 
made in advance with mother’s nurse. Af- 
ter scrubbing and donning a surgical gown, 
big sister or brother may visit for 20 or 30 
minutes, at any time except during regular 
visiting hours, when newborns are not al- 
lowed in the room. 

Similar arrangements may be made for 
grandparents to visit mother and child. 
(Fathers, of course, are not considered 
visitors, and may come to the hospital 
around the clock.) 

The hospital also offers parent education 
classes every morning except Sunday. 
Three one-hour classes each week are de- 
voted to bathing baby and baby care, and 
three classes to breast-feeding, for a total 
of six hours of classes.

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Historical Museum Reopens 


» Va House, built in 1819, the thousands of items are arranged in a careful but 

casual way. Without the hushed atmosphere of more formal museums, 
the Barn Museum nonetheless pictures life in the last century through its 
organization of objects by category. 

These categories illustrate the story of daily life in New England 
before engines and electricity and include farming, making cloth and 
clothing, tools for building and carpentry, cooking and food preparation, 
heating and lighting and the life of children. In addition, there are 
numerous objects which defy such categorization, such as the 1829 fire- 
fighting pumper from Ballardvale or the small group of Indian artifacts. 

Every object has a story to tell. The old foot warmers, for example, 
were filled with burning embers and carried to church, called ‘‘meeting”’ 
until well into the 19th century, before most churches had stoves. Indeed, 
the introduction of stoves to churches caused a raging battle in some 
New England parishes, and stove and anti-stove parties were formed. 
Both foot warmers and stoves are on view at the Barn Museum. 

The Barn Museum of the Andover Historical Society was organized in 
1968 through the efforts of the late George Glennie and Douglas Pitman. 
The current Barn committee chairman is Phillip Ryder. The museum is 
open Sunday and Wednesday afternoons from 2 p.m. to 4 p.m. through the 
warm months. There is a nominal admission charge.

Decision To Be In June 


A representative for a professional custo- 
dial management service made a pitch for 
his company to the School Committee Tues- 
day night, and the committee is expected to 
make a decision on hiring the company next 
month. 

Servicemaster, a Norwell-based compa- 
ny, has proposed managing the schools’ 
custodians under a three-year contract, at 
$526,900 a year. The company would work 
with a staff of 27.5 — using the existing staff 
— and provide a full-time manager, clean- 
ing supplies and equipment, training pro- 
grams, and cleaning schedules. 

Business Manager Francis Paul has rec- 
ommended that his office supervise the 
custodial staff, at $525,514 a year, with the 
promise of better management than an 
outside agency could provide. 

David Hyatt of Servicemaster told the 
board his company is 35 years old and 
services 1,100 clients across the country, 
including hospitals, colleges and universi- 
ties. The company has contracted with pub- 
lic school systems for the past six years, 
but has only recently tried to expand into 


New England schools, he said.

schools will have all summer to implement 
the new custodial management system be- 
fore schools open next fall. 


Hyatt said the company would guarantee 
its program, and correct any problems at 
its own expense. With the use of its cleaning 
equipment and supplies and training pro- 
grams, Servicemaster would ‘‘upgrade and 
improve morale’ and increase productivity 
among the custodial staff, he said.

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‘Street Of Memorial Flags’ 


Gets Enthusiastic Response 


Veterans Service Director John Lewis reports 
that a request that families of veterans donate their 
memorial flags to the town so they may be flown 
downtown on patriotic holidays has met with an 
enthusiastic response. 

The drive to create the memorial tribute began 
earlier this month, and to date 23 families have 
donated flags. However, at least 50 more flags are 
needed to get the program underway, Lewis says. 

The flag memorial will be established along Main 
Street from Pearson Street to Punchard Avenue, 
and on Elm Street from Elm Square to Florence 
Street. The government burial flags given to fami- 
lies of deceased veterans will be flown on Memorial 
Day, Flag Day, Fourth of July and Veterans Day. 

Each flag will be numbered, and a record will be 
kept in the name of the veteran and the donor. 

According to Lewis, ‘‘great interest’ has been 
shown in the plan. The father of one of the first men 
killed during the Vietnam war has donated a flag: 
He has always wanted to find a good use for the 
flag, and feels that this will be a way of honoring his 
son, the director says. Another flag has been do- 
nated by the family of a veteran killed in action 
during World War II; the flag was draped over his 
casket when it was flown home from overseas. 

Some families have asked that their flags by 
flown from particular poles in town. This may not 
be possible, Lewis says, because the flags will be 
flown four times a year and it would be difficult and 
time-consuming to sort them all out each time they 
are taken down. 

Other townspeople have inquired about donating 
money toward the purchase of new flags, since 
their memorial flags are worn out or have been 
given away. Donatio.us may not be used to buy the 
flags, since burial flags are more than five by nine 
feet in size and specially made, Lewis explains. 
However, donations may be used to help purchase 
metal brackets and holders needed to attach the 
flags to the poles. 

Donations may be sent to ‘‘Street of Memorial 
Flags’’, care of the Andover Savings Bank, 61 Main 
St., Andover 01810. 

Flags may be dropped off at the Veterans Service 
office at Town Hall, or at any of the town’s three 
fire stations. 

Lewis’ committee hopes to obtain enough flags to 
make the first display possible by Memorial Day, 
or by Flag Day on June 14.

Principals from every school in the And- 
over system offered their ideas for the 
future to the School Committee Tuesday 
night — including many ideas that may 
become reality as early as next fall. 

The committee encouraged the adminis- 
trators to try pilot programs at their 
schools, saying that new programs that 
prove successful should be instituted in 
every school. 

Committee member Susan Poore said 
every child in the Andover system should be 
assured of getting the same education, and 
that the curriculum should not vary from 
school to school. 

Pilot programs should be carefully re- 
viewed and evaluated, she added, saying 
she did not favor ‘‘experimenting for the 
sake of experimentation.”’ 

The principals’ ideas ranged from ways 
to encourage students’ sense of responsibil- 
ity and more active participation in learn- 
ing, to offering more specialized programs 
and preparing students for a future in a 
rapidly changing world. 

And several administrators emphasized 
the need to support research and devel- 
opment and teacher training programs, to 
help keep teachers up-to-date and encour- 
age new ideas. 


Chairman Richard Neal told the princi- 
pals he ‘‘got your message”’ that research 
and development is important, but he point- 
ed out that it can also be expensive: taking 
teachers out of the classroom for research 
and training means replacing them with

The School Committee this week received 
a report on the condition of a school bus that 
was involved in a close call last month when 
its brakes failed — but the report did not 
explain why the brakes failed. 

Business Manager Francis Paul told the

Lois Haslam of Bancroft School said her 
school would continue to encourage student 
responsibility, by adding a student bureau 
of academic services and a student commu- 
nity services organization to the existing 
student advisory council and judiciary 
board.

In the ‘‘far distant future,’’ Dobbie added, 
she would like to see teachers of special 
subjects like art and music offer classes in 
the late afternoon, to 4 or 5 p.m., to allow 
more time for ‘‘very specialized pro- 
grams.” 

Joseph Normany, South School principal, 
said he was excited by the prospect of 
creating various ‘‘institutes’’ to encourage 
listening and speaking skills: the ‘‘Daniel 
Webster School of Oratory’’, the ‘‘Thomas 
Jefferson School for Writing,” and the 
‘School for Listening.’’ The principal said 
he would like to start a pilot program this 
year — and eventually broaden the institute

West Elementary Principal John Coyle 
emphasized the need to prepare students 
for a future ‘‘that we don’t understand. The 
development of technology in the world 
today is creating change.’’ Education 
should encourage problem-solving, he said, 
and deal with how students will someday 
use their free time as well as how they will 
earn a living. 

Moving to the secondary schools, Doherty 
Junior High Principal Richard McGrail told 
the committee he hopes Andover will one 
day have a four-year high school, and try 
the middle-school approach at the junior 
highs. 

That approach would remove the em- 
phasis on meeting credit requirements 
from the junior highs, McGrail said, and 
allow more emphasis on adolescent growth 
and development. He discussed the need to 
keep junior high students actively involved 
in learning, with subjects like home eco- 
nomics, and in extracurricular activities. 

‘‘T hope you don’t rush into closing anoth- 
er school,” he added, saying that many 
programs require more space, and 
cramped quarters cut down on the schools’ 
flexibility. 

William Hart of West Junior High said he 


However, the mechanic’s report ‘‘did not 
specifically address the condition of the 
brakes, and the cause of the failure,’ Paul 
added.

James Hanning told the committee he 
was concerned. that other buses in the Spe- 
cial Transportation fleet might have brake 
problems. He suggested asking the Regis- 
try of Motor Vehicles to inspect brake lines 
in every bus in the fleet: ‘‘Let’s get a 
thorough investigation,’’ he urged the com- 
mittee. ‘‘This was not a minor accident.”’ 

Chairman Richard Neal noted that the 


school committee can’t control how’ fle 


would like to expand on a program started 
this year that brings adults from the com- 
munity and local businesses to the school to 
discuss career opportunities. He discussed 
after school programs that would keep stu- 
dents involved in learning, such as comput- 
er courses.

Jennings also recommended that a child 
care center be established at AHS: This 
would not only serve the community and 
staff, but it would offer students training in 
child care, she said. The high school has 
space for such a center and could fund it by 
charging fees, she added. 


Committee members commended the ad- 
ministrators for their ideas. Robert Smith 
said he was glad to see the school system 
‘making a turn from what we can’t do to 
what we can do. I hope this is just the 
beginning of new directions for us.”’ 


School Bus Brake Failure Sought 


Registry conducts its safety inspections:

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An Overriding Rebuff 


The Massachusetts Legislature this week has tak- 
en yet another swipe at the voters of the Common- 
wealth, and, unfortunately, among them, our own 
Andover Rep. Sue Tucker. 

The House this week approved a measure which 
will allow the elected heads of 11 municipal gov- 
ernments to override the provisions of Proposition 
22 in setting annual budgets and determining local 
tax rates. 

This action rebuffs the will of the voters of the 
state who overwhelmingly endorsed Proposition 
2¥%2 via the ballot three years ago and in several 
instances, such as here in Andover, reaffirmed 
that action in local elections. 

It is, in effect, an act of utter defiance. 

There are provisions in the Prop 2% law that 
allows communities to override or exempt budget- 
ary considerations, or otherwise ease the re- 
straints placed upon communities. 

But, the provision stipulates that such action can 
be taken only by the voters going to the polling 
places and taking such action, as they did in 
adopting the original proposal. 

The legislature has now singled out 11 commu- 
nities in the state and granted them special 
exemption from provisions of the law. This, in 
itself, is wrong since it provides specific commu- 
nities with relief, while leaving the remaining 
cities and towns to follow the law as it was in- 
tended. 

In some of those 11 communities, municipal 
leaders have indicated they may not take advan- 
tage of the exemption provisions, but it matters 
little what action is taken. The point is the relief 
valve is there for them and not for others. 

Proposition 24 was debated at length before the 
vote was taken. The prospects for tax relief were 
appealing to the residents of the state and when 
afforded the opportunity to take advantage of 
obtaining some relief, they supported it strongly.

A strenuous local campaign to combat traffic accidents in 
1933 was assured today when Chief of Police George A. Dane 
announced that Andover would compete vith several hundred 
other American cities in the second National Traffic Safety 
Contest. Andover is officially in this contest to win the title of 
‘America’s Safest Town,’’ according to the chairman of the 
selectmen, Frank H. Hardy. 

Miss Thisbe Grieco annexed her second first prize in Pun- 
chard speaking contests last Friday evening when her deliv- 
ery of her essay on ‘‘Mirages Of The Mind”’ gave her the first 
prize of $20 in the annual Barnard speaking contest. Miss 
Grieco won the first prize in the Goldsmith speaking contest 
in 1931]. 


At the time there were warnings that municipal 
services would be curtailed sharply and that there 
would be innumerable layoffs within the municipal 
employ. 

While some of this has come to pass, it has 
hardly reached the proportions originally forecast. 

What it has accomplished is a more efficient and 
businesslike municipal operation in most commu- 
nities. From.a time when little regard was given to 
whether a town or city really needed some new 
service or municipal position, has come a respon- 
sible look at what the community can afford and 
that is what the general public was looking for. 

Now the leadership on Beacon Hill is virtually 
telling the voters they are unaware of the needs of 
their communities in at least 11 instances and 
handing the spending authority over to whoever 
may be in the administrative suite of that city or 
town. 

Some legislators may pass off the action as 
being home rule, but it is hardly ruling one’s own 
destiny if the decision making process is handed to 
a council or board of selectmen, rather than the 
public at large who ordered the spending curbs in 
the first place. 

Here in Andover, the voters were asked to 
exempt school construction from the school budget 
a year ago in order to prevent major financial 
constraints on the town’s educational system. The 
voters gave a resounding negative reply, ordering 
the school department to live within costs and 
provisions of Prop 2%. 


Such local decisiveness makes the actions of - 


Rep. Tucker in approving the override provisions 
this week difficult to understand. For a person who 
professed interest in serving the wishes of the 
public during a difficult campaign last fall, this 
particular vote represents a rebuff of citizen’s 
wishes, particularly in this area.

Elm Square 
Revisited 


Some time ago, just before winter set in, space 
was devoted here on the Elm Square project. 

With spring having set in and the contractors 
back to further confuse the configuration of the 
ignominious confluence of streets and lights in 
downtown Andover, it seems appropriate to make 
further observations. 

The contracting crew understandably has a job to 
perform and to complete within a reasonable period 
of time. That is probably the reason the equipment 
is placed strategically within the line of traffic at 
the busiest periods of the day, or it could be a 
practice run for motorists who will have to master 
the confusion of the new square upon its comple- 
tion. 

On some days it takes the combined efforts of 
three to four policemen to get the traffic through in 
any given direction. 

Devoid of such assistance when the work is com- 
pleted only provides anxious anticipation as to how 
traffic will move when controlled by lights. 

And it is a joy to proceed through some of the 
construction areas over metal mats mashing tire 
treads, or for pedestrians, walking over dug-up 
sidewalks. 

But the best part of the work, involving not just 
the square alone, but the general downtown area, is 
the appearance of all the signs. 

For those of a nostalgic bent, there is the desire 
for the return of the old Burma Shave ditties which 
appeared on roadsides many years ago. Placing 
them between the plethora of instructions dotting 
our main street, would make the trip more adven- 
turous. 

For those who can avoid Main Street and able to 
take advantage of the prohibitive Central Street 
approach to town, the greeting at Elm Square is ‘No 
Right Turn’ ‘No Parking Anytime’ and an additio- 
nal sign for those unable to read or comprehend our 
language which graphically tells you to go straight 
or left because you’re not turning up Main Street at 
that point. 

But, this is but a touch of the forest of signs 
available to the motoring public. 

If you’re not a speed reader, you’re due for a 
lengthy, slow visit through the business section. 

An example of the instructions offered from 
curbside: 

No Right Turn 

No Turn On Red 

Two-Hour Parking 

No Parking Anytime 

No U Turn (As if anyone could, even on an 
untrafficked day) 

Municipal Parking Lot (with accompanying ar- 
row) 

Do Not Block Intersection 

Various street signs and a couple of route and 
direction signs indicating the easiest and best ways 
to leave town. 

But among the best is the one on Post Office 
avenue, just a short distance in from Main Street 
which indicates the street is one way with an arrow

WASHINGTON — If 
something isn’t done soon 
about the soaring costs of 
health care, there will be lit- 
tle room in the federal budg- 
et for anything but Medi- 
care, Medicaid and Social 
Security. 

Why does the government 
have to pay so much in med- 
ical costs for poor and elder- 
ly Americans? Because the 
fees charged to the poor and 
elderly are higher than those 
for other people. 

The inspector general of 
the Health and Human 
Resources Department has 
been pointing this out for 
years. In 1978 and again in 
1982, the inspector general 
reported that medical labo- 
ratories routinely over- 
charge patients when Uncle 
Sam is picking up the tab. 

The FBI even investigated 
the laboratories. As one of 
the bureau’s reports states: 

“Our effort discloses that 
there does not appear to be 
any price competition 
among the laboratories ren- 
dering these services. The 
only competition our investi- 
gation disclosed was the per- 
centage of kickbacks being 
offered (to physicians) by 
the laboratories.” 

The Reagan administra- 
tion has tried to crack down 
on doctors and laboratories 
who apparently believe that 
doing work for the govern- 
ment is a license to steal.

Medical labs overcharge when 
Uncle Sam pays the tab 


Office recently found that 
Medicare and Medicaid 
patients are still being over- 
charged. The auditors esti- 
mated that the laboratories 
charge an average of $2.75 
more for each lab test per- 
formed for a patient when 
the government is paying 
the fee. 

Rep. Ron Wyden, D-Ore., 
has introduced a bill that 
would put an end to this 
ripoff of the taxpayers. It 
would require medical labo- 
ratories to charge the same 
fees for tests on any patient 
— no matter who picks up 
the tab. 

By Wyden’s estimate, the 
savings to the government 
would amount to $15 million 
to $20 million in just one 
year. Beneficiaries would 
save an additional $35 
million. 

That’s only on laboratory 
fees. Who knows what the 
savings would be if every 
other part of the health care 
system was ordered to stop 
overcharging the govern- 
ment? 

FARM REPORT I: Con- 
gress is debating whether to 
allow nearly 500,000 immi- 
grants into the United States 
as “guest workers” on 
farms.

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Gillette Sales And Earnings 
Decline In First Quarter 


Sales and earnings of The Gillette Company were 
below the corresponding quarter of 1982, Colman M. 
Mockler, Jr., chairman and chief executive officer, 
told the annual meeting of stockholders at Andover. 

Sales for the three months ended March 31, 1983, 
were $497,745,000, a decrease of 7 percent from 
$533,718,000 in 1982. Profit from operations was 
$67,224,000, down 14 percent from $78,369,000 a year 
earlier. Pretax income was $50,675,000, compared 
with $56,545,000 in the first quarter of last year, 
down 10 percent. Net income of 430,924,000 declined 
6 percent from $32,818,000 in 1982. Earnings per 
share of $1.02 compared with $1.08 the prior year. 

Sales and operating profits of the company’s 
manor operating units, Gillette North Amrica, Gil- 
lette International and the Braun Group, were down 
from the level of the first quarter of 1982. 

Mockler said that both sales and profits from 
operations in the first quarter were adversely af- 
fected by continuing recessionary conditions in 
retail sales in the United States and many countries 
abroad, and by lower foreign currency rates of

exchange used to translate operating results into U. 
S. dollars. 

Net interest expense and the effective income tax 
rate were lower in the quarter. Net exchange 
losses, relating primarily to currencies of highly 
inflationary Latin American economies, were level 
with those of the first quarter last year. 

‘Looking ahead to the balance of 1983,’’ Mockler 
said, ‘‘while recessionary trends continue in most 
countries and foreign currency exchange rate un- 
certainties persist, some signs of economic recov- 
ery, particularly in the United States, are beginning 
to become evident. A pick-up in consumer spending, 
which up to now has been lagging behind other 
recovery indicators, could have a favorable effect 
on our business over the remaining part of the 
year.” 

The board of directors of The Gillette Company 
declared the regular quarterly dividend of 57% 
cents per share, payable June 3, 1983, to stockhold- 
ers of record May 2, 1983.

ting into it.”’ 

Flow from the office park, estimated at 85,000 gallons per 
day, would be ‘‘peanuts compared to our total flow,’’ he 
added 

Gammon said she was concerned about setting a precedent 

y ‘‘going outside’ the plan, and that ‘‘400 homes could be 
serviced if we didn’t have this thing — you’re taking that 
capacity.” 

Mahony told her the office park would cause ‘‘no problem at 
all’’ for new homes because Kelly could build a holding tank, 
and pump sewage only during off-peak hours. 

He added that Andover could increase its sewage pumping 
capacity by eliminating groundwater infiltration into the 
system. That work could be done without digging up pipes, he 
said, and would cost far less than what the town would gain 
from taxes on the new development. 

The manager emphasized the financial benefits to the town 
of approving the development, calling the site ‘‘a piece of land 
that’s been vacant forever, and not a particularly choice piece 
of land. This is a solution for a problem piece of property. 

“This is not going to add to our traffic or our burdens — it’s 
just gravy,’’ Mahony said. ‘‘It seems to be the most-innocuous 
development you could have in a bad area.”’ 

The selectmen may make an exception to the master plan 
without fear of setting a precedent, as long as they have solid 
reasons for their decision, the manager said: ‘‘That is the key 
to the whole thing. I don’t feel master plans should be rigid — 
they have to be flexible.” 

Mahony said a septic system would be undesirable on the 
site, which includes large wetland areas. And if a septic 
system failed, the town would be forced to extend its sewer 
lines, ‘‘so why not put it in now, and do it the right way?”
